Gordy said the students do everything 
from setting assignments, writing, editing, 
taking pictures and processing film and laying 
out the paper using the PageMaker graphics 
program. "The only tiling they don't do is the 
press run," he said. ' . 

"We're probably one of the only papers 
that isn't subsidized in some way by the 
school," Gordy. added. He explained that the 
. paper, with a circulation of 5,000, is a self-con- 
tained business that relies on advertising sales 
to cover its budget. 

"This isn't because I told them what to 
do," said Gordy of the paper's operation. "The 
students have a competitive edge. They look at 
what other schools are doing and shoot high- 

er." 

This competitive, edge has earned the 
school's newspaper 10 consecutive All 
American recognition awards from NSPA and 
is the reason the "Tom Tom" was added to the 
list of hall-of-famers.

^ watching a Civil War re-enactmerlt, the museum, 
. located near Wauconda, is the place to be. 
I "We make an effort to involve the community. We have 
focus groups and sometimes we try ideas for children first," 
sdid Diane Dretske, museum historian. 

A revamped museum at the Lakewood Forest Preserve in 
2000 added the word "Discovery" to its title. 'We put in all 
new exhibits and completely redid the museum. That is also 
when we obtained the largest postcard collection in the world, 
tl ic Curt Teich Collection," Drestke said. 

For about 10 years, Bob Voegel's historical collection of 
Llake County artifacts was stored at the form 2r Nike Missile 
site. In 1972, the Lake County Museum Association set the 
stage for the present museum format. The Lake County Forest 
Preserve opened the museum, located off Rie. 176, in 1976. 
The museum has more than 20,000 objects. 
Early on, the museum's efforts were to 
nentally sensitive area for the collections with storage areas, 
according to Museum Director-Janet Gallinjore. 

In 2000, the Lake County Museum was honored by a 
lational park district group as its gold medal winner. 

"It is important to preserve our heritage before it is all gone. 
Historically, we have done a poor job of preserving historical 
structures compared to the East Coast," said Al Westerman, pres- 
ident of the Lake County Forest Preserve. 

Westerman's family was one of many c onators to the 
museum. His family operated a 120-acre dairy farm near 
Russell Road until the 1950s. 

The Lake County Museum took over the private collection . 
of artifacts, which did not survive very well at the Nike 



Missile site and other locations, Westerman said. "There was a 
lot of humidity and water damage. The silos were not set up 
to house artifacts," said Westerman. 

The Lakewood Forest Preserve site east of Wauconda 
became accessible to the public in 1976. Gar 1 / Keller, Becky 
Goldberg and Gallimore have all served as directors. 

Westerman would like to see the maintenance portion of 
the site moved so the Discovery Museum could take over some 
of their buildings, if funds become available. The museum will 
run the Bonner Farm and has an advisory committee set up for 
planning of the Lindenhurst site. Westerman said he would also 
like to see a heritage farm set up at a museilim site. 

Supported by Lake County Forest Preserve tax dollars, the 

museum isjilso funded by many private donations. About 1,200 

people, counting the Civil War re-enactors and the Farm 
• Heritage Show participants, give their time. l"People help out 
with tours, or they can greet guests at the front desk," Drestke 
said of some volunteers interests.

The service of Vietnam 
Veterans is honored at a display at Lake 
County Discovery Museum near 
Wauconda. It includes photographs taken 
by servicemen, uniforms of the era and 
letters sent home. 

"This is not a statement about the war 
being good or bad," said Diana Dretske, 
museum historian. 
- "It is very touching," said Don 
Kutinac of Fox River Valley Gardens, who 
has visited the display. 

One of the photos includes the flag of 
the City of Chicago at a Vietnam base. 

Uniforms include medals won by ser- 
vice people, and equipment, such a sec- 
ond pair of combat boots worn by John 
Koppen. A visitor may learn the impor- 
tance of a blue and silver award for the 
infantry, or that the average age of the 



serviceman and service woman in 
Vietnam was 19 years old, compared to 22 
years old in World War II. Two and one- 
half million Americans served in the war. 

The 41 major battles that the U.S. 
fought in during the war and air missions 
over North Vietnam and Cambodia are 
depicted. A battalion newspaper with an 
account of a Bob Hope appearance is 
included. 

Dretske explained how the temporary 
exhibit area works. "We are always look- 
ing for new ideas. 1 he veterans who we 
talked to were very cooperative." 

One of those is Joe Hammersmith of 
Waukegan. Hammersmith was an X-ray 
technician in Da Nang in 1966-67. 

The Lake County Discovery Museum 
is located off Route 176 at Lakewood 
Forest Preserve near Wauconda.

"I disagree with the findings of the com- 
mission and I will thoughtfully weigh the pos- 
sibility of appeal in light of the significant 
financial burden it will place on my cam- 
paign," said Wysocki.

'wild card' force? 

or more than a decade, voters have dealt with growth 
and development problems in an ambivalent manner. 
They have put into office a county board majority in- 
terested in controlling growth, protection of the envi- 
ronment and adding to public open space holdings. At the 
same time, for the most part, voters have elected pro-growth 
village officials who run without party label, who through 
annexation and zoning policies have perpetuated the sprawl, 
over-crowded schools and highway gridlock that have 
marked Lake County since the mid-'80s. 

This dichotomy has produced predictable and inevitable 
clashes. Strangely, there is a perception that county govern- 
ment is responsible for the byproducts of unbridled growth. 

With the exception of both branches of local government 
facing up to correction of flooding and stormwater prob- 
lems, sprawl is viewed as a county problem when in fact mu- 
nicipal government controls 90 percent of the growth. 

This divergence of public opinion comes into focus again 
as another Lake County Board election begins to unfold. A 
record number of candidates— 57 in all, including 23 De- 
mocrats—has filed for 23 openings for nomination in the 
March 19 primary. As a practical political matter, the primary 
is THE election, as indeed it will be for seven candidates who 
are running unopposed. For the other 50, barring any with- 
drawals, party strength will dictate new board members in 
March, meaning that Democrats will be elected in Waukegan 
and Highland Park and Republicans undoubtedly will be 
elected elsewhere. Yes, there will be a handful of partisan . 
clashes in November for County Board seats, somewhat of a 
novelty but anticipated with relish. 

How the Lake County Board makeup shakes out, of 
course, will have bearing on the long-standing debate over 
the pace of urbanization. For 10 years, so-called Republican 
independents have sought to put the brakes on growth and 
development in contrast to GOP "regulars" who have allied 
with the building industry and growth activists in the ranks 
of municipal leaders. 

Somewhat of a "wild card" in both the March 19 primary 
and November general election will be the posture toward 
growth and development taken by Democrat candidates. 
Twenty-three Democrats competing for County Board seats 
is an all-time high. Are they merely looking for jobs or do 
they have a philosophic vent? 

As indicated, the sorting out period will be short, maybe 
too short for comfort. But a lot of what happens in the next 
eight weeks will have a big bearing on how Lake County ad- 
dresses urbanization for the remainder of the '00s decade. 
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n the next few weeks, a handful of voters in the tiny Vil- 
lage of Volo will be lobbied intensely to determine the fu- 
ture of the controversial power plant being sought for 
construction on farm land adjacent to Route 12. 
Thirty-eight residents, about 10 shy of the list of eligible 
voters, signed a petition to place the power plant question 
on the March 19 ballot in the form of an advisory referen- 
dum. 

Cynics scoff that advisory referendums are an exercise in 
futility, but in Volo, where all the voters are neighbors with 
face-to-face relationships, the voter outcome will be signifi- 
cant. Mayor Burnell Russell, a staunch supporter of the pow- 
er plant proposal who once opposed the advisory ballot, now 
thinks it's a "good tiling." 

•At stake is a 560-mega watt capacity system that would 
run around-the-clock 365 days a year producing electrical 
energy that a Houston-based company would sell to the 
open market. There isn't a whole lot to be gained for the Volo 
community other than about 20 jobs and some real estate 
tax. 

Residents will have their say in the advisory referendum, 
but the ultimate decision rests on a zoning question to be 
decided by six village trustees. The Volo question is a case 
where mite makes right, whatever the outcome. 
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GALENA, IL— News flash. Offi- 
cers of Galena G.LA.D. (Galena 
Leads Alternative Direction) an- 
nounced that 100 percent of the 
membership has signed a petition 
calling for construction of the Route 
53 extension. 

"As northern Illinois corn- 
muters, we're sick and tired of the 
daily gridlock on Routes 12, 45, 120 : 
• and 83. We think Route 53 is the 
only answer. It has to be built," de- 
clared a GLAD spokesman, adding 
that membership in the militant 
transportation organization has in- 
creased 1 00 percen t in the past tivo 
mon tlis. Neu tra I observers in Jo 
Da vies Coun ty said GLAD was or- 
ganized with six road-weary 
founders. 

Jack Martin, patron of Route 
. 53 and organ izer of Citizens to Pro- 
tect Quality of Life Tlirough Better 
Transportation (CPQLTBT), was ju- 
bilant over the GLAD decision.

George Ryan or just em- 
ploying a trite expression of exulta- 
tion. 

Wliatever. Martin announced 
a new "total support" figure for ■

952,944 to 952,956. 

Martin has directed CPQLTBT 
operatives to "pour it on" in adding 
to the list of northern Illinois com- 
. munities in the "strong public sup r 
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port' column. Vie Route 53 support 
team reported unofficially that they 
expect total support to exceed one > 
million after canvassing the Quad 
Cities and Quincy.

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but citizen advocates must speak out

e have all heard the 
proverb "silence is 
golden," and it is true 
that keeping silent can 
rarely get anyone in trouble when a 
"big mouth can," and nobody likes a 

"gabber." 

But, silence can be dangerous, 
too. It too often means consent 

* 

when disagreement may be more 
appropriate and responsible. It is al- 
ways best to disagree without being 
disagreeable, but there are even 
times when being "offensive" may 
be the only tactic to disarm the po- 
litically powerful. 

One tiling that many public offi- 
cials in powerful policy positions . 
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relish is making decisions without 
public controversy. In other words, 
they like it when everyone remains 
silent, no matter what tiiey do. 

When citizens feel that decisions 
are being made that are not in their 
best interests they should not re- 
main silent. Many worry that, if they 
speak out, they will put their foot in 



their mouth. Not to worry. If they re- 
main silent, they should worry more 
about the many "feet" that will be 
trampled on their rights as citizens 
and their way of life. 

Let's take a look at some local is- 
sues. For starters, how about peaker 
power plants? There has been a glut 
of attempts by the electric power in- 
dustry to cite peak-load power 
plants in Lake County. 

I am convinced that if it were 
not for the many citizens who 
"wouldn't keep still and silent," by 
now we would have a half dozen 
power plants sited in Lake County.

It 
will not, and no one can honestly say how the 
state can afford to pursue the over $1 billion 
dollar project at the expense of lesser cost 
projects that can make a more immediate 
dent to the traffic problems. 

It would take volumes to gather the pros 
and cons of the Route 53 tollway issue. The 
point I make here, though, is that many citi- 
zens took it upon themselves to stand up 
and speak out. If ever an issue deserved to 
be controversial it is the Route 53 matter. 
Many special interests have been pushing 
for its development and they have as their . 
allies some heavy hitters in government po- 
sitions using public monies to foster their 



biased positions. 

The public has spoken out on other issues 
like the North Shore Sanitary District's efforts 
to cite a sludge plant at Waukegan's lakefront, 
die push for a major airport at Peotone, ex- 
tending runways at O'Hare Airport, school 
funding shortfalls, and many more. 

Citizen advocacy is more important today 
than ever before. You are fighting special in- 
terests who shouldn't have more clout than 
you, but, as a practical matter, they do. 

I remember the time when the list of lob- 
byists in Springfield was a few pages long. 
There are many, many of them now and most 
of them aren't for you. 

So, when someone tries to tell you that 
"silence is golden," give them a "yes, but" an- 
swer. We can't be silent when those who "are 
making the noises" aren't speaking out for us. 
Make them listen to you— for a change.

morals and values, but we also feel the 
need to do tills and find that we are 
fighting a losing battle. Do you have any 
thoughts on this? H.T. 

HiH.T., 

I think the most important tvvo things you 
have said here is that you trust your daughter 

and that you have raised her with good 
morals and values. When all is said and done, 
raising them with good morals and 
values is the very most important foundation 
issue. Kids are going to be presented with all 
kinds of things in their lives, both good and 
bad. 

It would be physically and mentally 
impossible for parents to be able to review 
each and every decision a teenage child needs 
to make, especially once they start getting 
older. If something comes to your attention 
that is clearly a bad decision on your child's 
part, I think it needs to be addressed, but to 
try and spend hours on reviewing every last 
little detail is not only not a good use of your 
time, but as you said impossible and not 
always necessary. 

I think the time is better spent continuing * 
teaching those good morals and values and 
talking to your child about those things he or " s - 
she is exposed to. Additionally, try and tell a 
13 year old what he or she absolutely cannot 
be interested in and you have just found a 
sure-fire way to get him or her interested in 
that very thing, just by your protest. After all, 
at that age, if mom and dad don't like it, it 
must be cool! 

Now, obviously, if you see your "happy go 
lucky" teenager all of a sudden become 
morose and start listening to songs with death 
themes in them, that needs to be taken seri- 
ously and addressed immediately with 
counseling or emergency services, if neces- 
, sary. This is not the same thing as a normal 
teen who is happy and listening to music that 

might not suit your tastes. When I was a 
teenager, I listened to lots of things that 
could have been considered bad influences 
and I turned out better than fine. I firmly 
believe that this was because my parents 
spent a lot of time letting me know what their 
morals and values and beliefs were and are. 
Even when I was rebelling, those values were

very obvious in me. I often tell parents that 
sharing those beliefs with your kids is of 
utmost importance. And not just once. You 
don't need to lecture or hammer it home. 
Just live it, talk about it, discuss it and be a 
good example. 

Unfortunately, some parents either figure 
kids don't want to hear it or don't need to 
hear it. Believe me they do want to hear it and 
need to hear it. If you don't give them some- 
thing to believe in, someone else will and it . 
might not be the messages you would choose 
for them. Other parents live a bad example 
and then wonder why their kids are into bad 
things. That can only be solved by the parent 
actively changing his or her act and then 
communicating that to the child. Thankfully, 
for your daughter, you don't sound like you 
are doing either of these. 

So, if your child is normal, happy and 
seems well-adjusted but is just listening to 
some stuff that isn't quite your taste, sit down 
with her and find out what she finds so good 
about it. Talk to her about it and remind her 
of how it differs from your morals, values and 
belief. You may be amazed to know that she 
feels the same way. I remember listening 
to some songs in High School that I would 
sing along to, but there were certain parts mat 
I would stop singing with because I didn't 
believe in what the words were saying.It 
made me actually feel guilt to sing the words, 
so I didn't, at 16 years old. I'm sure many kids 
see and recognize the bad stuff and can say 
that even diough they like the music, they 
don't agree with die message. Your daughter 
may be the same, but you can't find out until 
you talk to her. Discuss, impart values and 
' then trust unless you see something really 
"out of whack" or that looks dangerous to 
you. 

I'm glad to hear that your daughter has a 
lot of friends. That's great!

Dr. Sergei Shevlyagin of Atkinson Clinic in Grayslake has shared the following infor- 
mation, not only regarding metabolic syndromes and hypertension, but also a few ways 
that Lake County residents can go about prevention. 

Metabolic syndromes are attracting more and more attention among researchers and 
practicing physicians. The key features of metabolic syndromes include central obesity, 
insulin resistance, impaired glucose tolerance and diabetes, as well as various lipid dis- 

turbances. According to Dr. Shevlyagin, "Central obesity is characterized by increased hip 

■ • 

to waist ration with an elevated risk of hypertension, diabetes and coronary artery dis- 
ease." '- . r 

, The risk for coronary artery disease and heart attack rises with continuous and grad- 
ed increase in level of insulin in patients with diabetes. "It is unclear is insulin by itself is 

* • ■ 

causing atherosclerosis," said Shevlyagin. "But it is a certain marker for future vascular 
events." . 

Different clinical trials demonstrated the increase in fatal and non-fatal heart attacks 

• r 

during step-wise progression in glucose level established in patients with different types 
of diabetes. This trend was independent from other established risk factors - homocys- 
teine, lipoprotein-a and fibrinogen. 

"Most intriguing is a connection between the continuous rise in glucose level and 
graded increase in systolic and diastolic blood pressures, total cholesterol, decrease in 

■ 

HDL cholesterol and an increase in fasting triglycerides," said Shevlyagin. 

Recent research suggests that triglycerides are an important risk factor in men and 
women (especially women), the risk of heart disease associated with high triglycerides 
increases with the elevation of total cholesterol level.

To help in prevention, Dr. Shevlyagin recommends some lifestyle changes. "In our 
clinical practice we encompass different aspects of prevention," said Shevlyagin.

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Although there are some nutritional 
changes associated with aging, for the 
most part, what was considered a healthy 
diet at 40 will still be a healthy diet at 60 or 
70. Health experts recommend a diet that 
emphasizes whole grains and fresh fruits 
and vegetables as well as other tips: 

• Drink eight to 10 cups of fluid every 
day, and make at least five of those water. 
Limit. caffeinated and alcoholic beverages. 

• Reduce the amount of saturated fat in 
your diet and replace it with monounsatu- 
rated fat such as that in olive,. canola, sun- 
flower, safflower and soybean oils.

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We can all learn from the resignation of a 
football coach By Scott T. Fleischmann

For those of you who have followed the recent misadven- 
tures of the football coaching resignation at a well-known 
university, skip this first paragraph. For everyone else, here Is 
the story. Several weeks ago, the head football coach at a 
well known university left that job after several seasons of 
poor won/loss records. He was replaced, with much hoopla, 
J|by the head coach from another school/That coach resigned 
one week later, citing errors In his biographical data as the 
reason. 

The names of the school and the Individuals Involved arc 
left out because my purpose Is not to analy7C tills Incident 
but to Identify what we can all learn from those events. I 
have seen more misinformation on resumes than I care to 
admit. In this case, the coach resigned and the school accept- 
ed his resignation. Unfortunately, employers have few rea- 
sonable options If they have hired someone, who has not 
provided accurate Information. 

So, what Is the lesson that we can all learn? Be painfully 
truthful about your skills and experience/That seems simple 
so 1 should end the article here, right? WronglThe misinfor- 
mation on a resume or biographical sketch is not always 
done with Intent. Here arc some examples. 

• I once needed to confront a candidate on what appeared 
to be an error on his resume. It turns out that the person 
who typed his resume made an error that gave him far 
more experience than he had. . * 

•The reference of another candidate told me about what a 
great job the candidate had done leading a project that 
Interested me. On further questioning, the candidate con- 
firmed that she had done the project but did not seem to 
have the detailed knowledge of someone who had led 
such a project. She later confessed that the reference must 
have confused her with the project leader. (She also con- 
fessed that she was taking credit for the work that some- 
one else had done because she thought she could get a 
better paying position.) 

• A candidate once had a resume that listed significant ath- 
letic accomplishments at a major university. Upon investi- 
gation we learned that those accomplishments were at a 
Junior college that the candidate attended before he 
attended that university. 

Some of these issues may not seem important. However, 
every mistake Is Important. Let's assume that upon Investi- 
gation a minor error Is found to be an intentional fabrica- 
tion. My advice to employers Is don't hire someone who lies. 
Another option Is that the error could be an oversight. 
Although less significant, I seldom advise clients to hire peo- 
ple who arc careless. 

The bottom line is take responsibility for what is on your 
resume and for what others say about you. Friends may exag- 
gerate your skills and experience, but you need to make sure 
that a future employer knows that it is an cxaggcration.Your 
relationship with a future employer Is always best served if 
they have a completely accurate understanding of your skills 

and experience.

Q a l was one viclim of. 20 who was recently involved in a 
■ downsizing by our employer. Although I realize that more 
could have been done to save our jobs, it was not for me to say. 
While I am upset over losing my job of just over 2 years, I feel a 
lot worse for some of the employees who were released with 5 
years plus undcr'thcir belts, They feel deceived by the employer 
and feel more could have been done to help us. We formed our 
own support group that 9 of us are attending to see what we can 
do to help each other. Could you give us some suggestions that 
may guide us? W.L. '(via email) 

A B I am assuming you left on good terms and that your employ- 
■ cr did not offer you any outplacement group to turn to for 
guidance in seeking employment. Forming your own support group 
sounds great as long as you are spending the lime being pro-active 
in seeking other employment and not spending the time complain- 
ing and rehashing the dreaded scenario of losing your jobs. 
Negativity breeds negativity and misery loves company. Do not fall 
into that rut. As for what you can do to help each other . . . lend sup- 
port to move on. Having a clean resume ready at all times is a 
given. If they do not have a resume, work together on getting a 
good format that you can all use. If you need a formal, your local 
library has many books on creating a resume. Practice interviewing 
techniques. I lave each person make a list of companies they would 
like to target and act on them. Encourage them to apply with an 
employment service such as ours that offers full service placement 
direct line (permanent), temporary and temporary to direct hire. Do 
not hand hold each other too much. No good can come from that 
and you may find that some have a dependency that is overwhelm- 
ing. You can use each other for support, but as soon as you start to 
depend on one another you will have a whole new set of issues. 
Some may find themselves being held back and this group may turn 
out to be a good excuse not to move on, Don't go there. Many cor- 
porations faced with downsizing arc actually turning to their 
employees and asking for input in cutting back. Many corporations 
that I am associated with have employees who have offered to cut 
their hours or job share with fellow employees in an effort to save 
their positions. Others have discussed ideas on how to curtail 
unnecessary spending such as that of telephone and internet usage. 
A few have temporarily turned 2 shifts into one shift to save the 
cost of electric, heat and manufacturing during slower limes. And 
then there arc those whose management have had their salaries cut 
to avoid layoffs themselves. As I am told by a few of these corpo- 
rations, most of the ideas to save corporate dollars come from the 
employees themselves. Something that more companies should 
implement not just when the economy gets rough. In the event you 
arc on a rehire status and this may be a temporary lay-off, you may 
wish to come up with some ideas that you can present to your 
employer that may save money and bring some ot these employees 
back. It couldn't hurt, but it needs to be presented professionally 
and with your re-cmploymcnt in mind. One corporation In particu- 
lar has always prided itself on their company suggestion box. Some 
of the finest ideas for saving money come from employees. Ideas 
that are so simple that it's almost an embnrrassment how much 
money a company can waste and amazing how much they can save.
